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An Interview with Victor Poole 


State Board of Education, 7th District 1963-1988

A poster hanging on the wall inside 
the Bank of Moundville reads 4 ‘1,000 
years ago Moundville was the cultural 
center of the Southeast/’ Today this 
bank serves as the hub for this small 
Alabama town of slightly over 1300 
people. A flurry of activity continues 
at the bank as people from all walks of 
life,—farmers, businessmen, educa¬ 
tors, and even some of the state’s 
most important politicians—come 
here to see one person, the Chairman 
of the Board of the bank and a 
member of the State Board of Educa¬ 
tion, Victor Poole. 

Poole, recognized as one of the 
longtime political leaders in the state, 
is the “dean” of the State Board hav¬ 
ing served as a member for 25 years. 
In many ways Poole is a paradox. He 
is unquestionably one of the most 
outstanding and powerful men in the 
state. He has never lost an election 
and in north Hale County, he once car¬ 
ried 97% of the votes. Those who 
know him best describe Poole as a 
quiet, soft-spoken man, fiercely loyal 
and always committed. Poole is 
feared by some, loved by many, but 
always respected. He tells you he has 
to work harder than most people 
because he is not as bright as some. 
Anyone who believes this will prob¬ 
ably find themselves outmaneuvered 
and probably on the short end of any 
dealings with Victor Poole.

The question is often asked of him, 
why would someone of his political 
stature choose to hold for 25 years a 
seemingly less important office like 
the State Board of Education? The 
position pays its members very little. 
Poole, over the years, has obviously 
had other political options, ones which 
could have been more lucrative. 

This is obviously a question Poole 
has been asked many times. “To 
me,” he replies emphatically, “this is 
the highest office in the state. I’d 
rather be on the State Board than be 
governor, senator, or hold any other 
office,’ Poole says. 

“Not many people are priviledged 
to work with the backbone of this 
country, the school people,” Poole 
says. “All of my family have been 
educators.” 

Poole’s friendship with Alabama’s 
former governors, Lurleen and 
George Wallace, goes back many 
years to their childhood days in 
Greene County. 

“They were older than me, closer to 
the age of my brother and sister,” 
Poole says. “We lived close to each 
other and swam in the same creek. I 
was the little kid they’d throw rocks 
at.” 

And, it was this childhood friend, 
George C. Wallace, who became gov¬ 
ernor and first appointed Poole to the 
State Board of Education in 1963. “It 
was an appointed board at that time. 
I’m the only one still on the Board 
who has served under an elected and 
appointed State Board of Education. 
Believe me, there is as much dif¬ 
ference between the two as night and 
day. With an appointed board, you do 
what the governor says or he will 
‘unappoint’ you. They say the advan¬ 
tage is the governor has more control. 
From the standpoint of the public, 


there’s no doubt the elected board is 
more attuned to the needs and wishes 
of the people of the state,” Poole 
says. 

In reference to Gov, Hunt’s propo¬ 
sal to place higher education under an 
appointed ACHE board, Poole adds 
“I don’t think the Governor has a 
chance of getting his proposal through 
the Legislature. I would really like for 
him to concentrate on program ap¬ 
proval through ACHE. 

“Actually, I don’t see a lot of shift in 
the government in this Republican ad¬ 
ministration. I think, like most 
governors, Gov. Hunt would like to 
have sole authority over education.” 

Right now, we’re at the crossroads 
for funding of education,” Poole says. 
“People are willing to increase the 
level of funding if we present our case 
correctly. I would like very much for 
us to improve the sendees we offer 
with any additional funds. I know 
salaries are important but increased 
services must be our top priority.” 

This year I think we will probably 
see an increase in the income tax. It 
will pass the Legislature rather than 
an increase in property taxes. 
Property taxes won’t help the smaller 
counties much,” Poole says. 

“I wish we had the money so we 
could immediately meet the needs of 
business and industry in the state. 
Right now we don’t have the 
equipment or retraining money 
needed to stay current with the needs 
of industry in this state.’’ 

“In the future our schools will be¬ 
come the first two years of college in 
Alabama. The public is going to 
demand more schooling for our stu¬ 
dents, to do something to improve 
education in the state,” Poole says.

‘ The big thing we have going for us 
in the two-year colleges is our faculty. 
A student is guaranteed teachers who 
have masters degrees. There are no 
graduate assistants/’ 

‘ 'Overall, I think our system works 
well. I don’t see the need for many 
changes. There are currently 65,000 
students attending a two-year college 
in Alabama. The Chancellor’s office is 
run on a bare-bone budget. We hear a 
lot of talk about consolidating schools. 
That could be done now under the 
present scheme of things. However, 
I’ve actually put it on paper, and I 
don’t see a great savings.” 

“There are some people who want 
to ‘gut’ the system, literally close it 
down. They would like to lay off 
teachers and shut the doors of the 
two-year colleges,” Poole says. 

People may wonder how Poole has 
survived in politics for 25 years. “I’m 
basically a people person,” he adds. 
“I love people and I love my job. ” 

His brown eyes narrow as he looks 
up from his desk. “I may be too opi¬ 
nionated for my own good. However, 
over the years I’ve found I work bet¬ 
ter under pressure, and I like to 
always know what my options are.”

He is currently chairman of the 
Board of Directors for the American 
Association of Community and Junior 
Colleges for 1987-88. 

Tyree has also served as chairman, 
Committee on Educational Technolo¬ 
gy, American Association of Com¬ 
munity and junior Colleges, 1986-87, 
and is a member, Comission on the 
Future of Community Colleges: A 
Study of Access and Excellence in 
Higher Education, AACJC 1986-88. 
He was president of the President’s 
Academy, AACJC, 1984-85. 

Florida governor Bob Graham ap¬ 
pointed Tyree to the State Board of 
Independent Colleges, 1984-87. From 
1982-84 he served in the Executive 
Council of the Commission on Col¬ 
leges, Southern Association of Col¬ 
leges and Schools, and was a member 
of the Commission on Colleges, 
SACS, 1979-1984. He also served on 


the SACS board of directors, 1982-84. 

In Panama City, he has recently 
been a member of the Governing 
Board, CROSSROADS/The Recovery 
Center in Panama City. He has also 
served as president, Bay County 
Chamber of Commerce. From 1981- 
83 he was a member of the Execu¬ 
tive Board of Directors, Committee of 
100, Bay County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. He has also served as vice 
president for development, Board of 
Directors, Bay Arts and Humanities 
Council. 

Tyree has also been charter presi¬ 
dent, Community Advisory Board, 
Bay Medical Center, Inc. of Panama 
City. He has also been active in 
Rotary International and served as 
the group representative of the Dis¬ 
trict Governor of Rotary International 
District 694 from 1979-81. In 1984 he 
received Rotary International’s 
highest honor, “The Paul Harris 


Fellow Award.” 

Last June Tyree was elected as one 
of 60 Americans to be invited by the 
Secretary of Defense to participate in 
the 51st Joint Civilian Orientation 
Conference (JCOC51). 

In 1983 he was selected as a mem¬ 
ber of the delegation of U.S. commu¬ 
nity college presidents and trustees to 
visit Taiwan as “Honored Guests” of 
the Republic of China. 

Dr. Tyree began his college educa¬ 
tion with an A.A. degree from Pensa¬ 
cola Junior College. From there he at¬ 
tended the University of Florida, 
receiving his Bachelor of Arts degree 
and Masters of Education from the 
institution. 

In 1972 he received an Ed.D from 
Indiana University in Bloomington, 
Indiana. His thesis was “The History 
and Cooperative Relationships of a 
Community College and an Upper 
Level University.”
